m any p ersons who had funds 
tied up in the institutions to ob­ 
tain money to buy food. 
The bread lines contain m any 
of the w ell-to-do residents of 
the city who can find no m eans 
to do their own cooking.

The licenses 
are to be issued from the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Bank of Chicago, 
of which the local banks are 
members. 
In calling a local banker Tues­ 
day afternoon, this official s ta t­ 
ed tha t there was some doubt in 
his m ind w hether local banks 
would receive their licenses be­ 
fore the latter p art of this week. 
Institutions in larger cities are 
being issued licenses to reop en 
first, it seems, this official said, 
and it may be several more day s 
before banks here are recip i­ 
ents of their official p ap ers. 


Policy holders of the Rush 
County Farm ers M utual In sur­ 
ance comp any , a local concern, 
are to meet here W ednesday 
afternoon at 1:30 o’clock in the 
court house assembly room to 
consider a p lan to merge w ith 
the Indiana State M utual In ­ 
surance Comp any .

HOPE BECKONS THE NATION 
A v eterans English newspaper writer, tou ring 
in the United States, rem ark ed the other day 
tha t it seems to him “a rem ark able and w on­ 
derfu l thing ” tha t the tem per of the American 
people has been so cheerfu l and hopefu l du ring 
the past fortnight. 
“It is som ething,” he said, “tha t ou ght to giv e 
y ou confidence and be a cau se for gratitu de.” 
This cheerfu lness and this hope hav e indeed 
been am azing in the depth and firmness of 
their ex pression. They come at the sharpest m o­ 
m ent of climax of a long and cru el depression — 
a t the v ery m om ent when people m ight be ex ­ 
pected to be any thing bu t cheerfu l and hopefu l 
— and they hav e been m anifested in a solid, u n­ 
m istak able way . 
Back of them there is som ething more tha n 
the mere fact of a change in adm inistrations at 
W ashington; 
som ething more tha n a simple 
feeling tha t we hav e in power a gov ernm ent 
tha t will act. It is almost as if the American 
nation felt tha t a dram atic appeal was being 
m ade to som ething deep, daring and idealistic in 
its sou l — being m ade not only by the gov ern­ 
m ent bu t by the v oice of history itself. 
It has been ou r natu re to dream dream s and 
to listen to far-off v oices. From the v ery first 
we hav e been persu aded tha t ou r destiny was 
not lik e tha t of other lands. Hope has alway s 
beck oned to the horizon. We hav e nev er been so 
splendid as at those m om ents of crisis when we 
hav e to fight and endu re to k eep ou r dream s in 
sight. 
There is abroad in the land today a feeling 
tha t su ch a m om ent is u pon u s once more. The 
depression has shown u s, at last, the worst tha t 
it can do; and thu s it has challenged u s to show 
.the best tha t there is in u s. The challenge itself 
has lifted u s u p. 
For we feel, now, tha t we can begin to go for­ 
ward once more. We can cu t away the things 
tha t hav e encu m bered u s. We can m ak e ex peri­ 
m ents, we can be bold, we can sou nd ou r tru m ­ 
pets gladly in this final dark hou r before the 
daw n of a new day . 


CHANGING IDEAS ON BANKING 
The new scheme for bank ing proposed by 
W inthrop W. Aldrich, president of the Chase 
N ational Bank , is the sort of thing tha t wou ld 
hav e been denou nced as radical, su bv ersiv e and 
rev olu tionary if it had been adv anced a y ear 
ago. 
Today it is accepted on all sides as a sane, 
logical and v alu able scheme and the chances are 
good tha t its leading prov isions will become law 
before long. 
The shift in pu blic sentim ent indicated by 
this reception of the plan m easu res the way in 
w hich American ideas hav e been reforged u nder 
the ham m ering of the depression. It connotes a 
changed em phasis in ou r way of appraising su g­ 
gestions of this k ind. 
For here is a proposal u nder which bank prac­ 
tices wou ld be most drastically m ade ov er. Com­ 
plete div orce of inv estm ent and deposit ba nk ­ 
ing. separation of commercial bank s and their 
secu rity affiliates, redu ction of the financial 
ov erlords of Wall Street almost to the position 
of 
innocent 
by standers — here, 
indeed, 
are 
epoch-m ak ing changes. 
Formerly we wou ld hav e stood aghast at the 
idea of thu s lay ing impiou s hands 011 the money 
changers. We m ight hav e adm itted, timidly , tha t 
the plan was theoretically good, bu t we cou ld 
not hav e nerv ed ou rselv es to do any thing abou t 
it. We were com m itted to the belief tha t if we 
fix ed ev ery thing ju st right for the boy s at the 
top of the heap, we at the bottom wou ld ev en­ 
tu ally get a trick le of benefits. 
And now? 
Abou t the only criticism of this 
plan is tha t it m ight be ev en more drastic. We 
hav e rev ersed ou r old attitu de as completely as 
it cou ld be rev eised. Ou r idea now is to help 
the crowd at the bottom and let the boy s on top 
look ou t for themselv es. Ou r president has had 
the nerv e to annou nce his independence of the 
financial big-shots, and we hav e discov ered tha t 
we feel ex actly the same way . 
It is not a small thing, this change in attitu de.

One of the greatest fears, that 
of a contaminated water supply 
has b een removed after chemical 
tests b y health officers. Officials 
said there was no shortage of 
food. 
Social welfare work, such as 
feeding, housing and clothing 
the destitute, will b e put under 
contral organization tomorrow 
headed b y Mrs. Rheb a Crawford 
Spilavo, director of state welfare. 
This work is now directed b y the 
Salvation Army, American Le­ 
gion and the state militia. 
Two school b uildings will re­ 
open Monday and approximately 
a half dozen of the institutions

city. 
Oliver Peacock, 
chairman of the pub lic construc­ 
tion committee of the city coun­ 
cil, said it was likely an inves­ 
tigation will b e made later of the 
reasons why the school b uildings 
suffered so greatly.
